been saved had there been a sufficiently large 
typhoon shelter or shelters to have accom- 
modated the whole of. the junks, sampans, 
lighters and launches of the Colony, During 
the last ten years there have beem five severe 
typhoons and the loss austained by small craft 
in them must, at a very moderate estimate, 
have amounted to half a’'million dollars or 
‘more. Now, if the construction of onesor two 
more breakwaters will mean‘ the saving to the 
Colony of halfa million dollars in launches, 
lighters, sampans and junks every ten years,’ 
surely it is the duty of the Government to 
undertake the construction ‘of these break- 
waters at’ once.

RUROPEAN NEARLY BLINDED: WITH VITRIOL, 


Yesterday morning an outrage of a very 
cowardly nattire was perpetrated on the Praya 
at about seven o'clock, the victim being Mr, F. 
G.Reek, loading man of store-houses at H.M. 
Naval Yard. Mr, Reek’ left his home on 

. Morrison Hill Road at about half-past.six in 
the morning to start his day’s work at. the 
Naval Yard.. His usual road lay along the sea 
front, and he pursued the same route on this 
occasion, When about opposite the Blue Build- 
ingsonthe Praya,aquantity of vitriol was thrown 
with remarkable suddenness in his face and 
momentarily blinded him. Fortunately, how: 

_ ever, at the instant the vitriol strack him Mr. 
Reek had his right hand to bis head, and to.this 
alone is attributed the fact that he is not now 
totally blind. As it was he suffered badlycnou;h,, 
his forehead, and the uprer part of the right 


" side of his-facc, as ‘well as the right arm being 


. Severely burnt. Mr. Reek, who saw no one about, 
at once hurricd to the U Hospital, where it 
was found that the injuries were not serious, 
the burns being chiefly on the side of the face. 
The left side of the face is practically untouch- 

- ed, owing to the circumstance that the right side 
of Mr. Reck’s head and body was facing the Praya 

- wall, the direction from which the vitriol was 
thrown, From the Naval. Hospital Mr. Reek 
was taken home, where he is now being at- 
tended to. ras . i 

No motive is known for the ‘crime, and this 
has to be as certained in evidence. Mr. Reck 
says he has an impression ef seeing a hand 


_ suddenly appear over the parapet, causing him 


instinctively to throw up his arm to guard his 
head. ‘This statement seemed to indicate, 
therefore, that the vitriol came from one of the 
many native boats moored alongside the Praya 
wall, :

At 3.30 to-day, the 26th of February, Chi 
Hs and Hsii-Ching-yii suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law, by, decapitation. 

Ry 10 am, an enormous crowd of both 
Chinese and foreigners, had assembled on the 
execution ground the main E. and W, street 
of the Chinese city, By noon, the roofs of the 
hoses and the whole street were crowded with 
spectators, All nations, ranks, and classes’ 
were represented, Thy 2.50 the officials from 
the board of Punishments arrived’on the scene. 
A. short time after, Japan se Infantry led out 
the condemned men, They sat in carts puard- 
ed by Japanese. Dismounting from the carts, 
the prispners were formally committed tothe 
hands of the executioners who led their victims, 
first the'one -and then the other, on to their| 
doom. Small mats were spread on the dusty 
streét and on one was a piece of red felt, on 
the other ablack cushion, The criminals look- 
ed very pale and Jeaned hard on their sup-, 
porters, who Jed them to the beheading mat.

Mr. Hen Tipper read a paper before the 
Institute of Bankers on tih ulto., entitled 
“China and the West; with special reference 
to British interests.” % 

“The lecturer briefly sketched the rise of 
modern States since the renaissance, showing 
first how nationalism has been accentuated 
through the struggle for supremacy, the present 
stages of the struggle resulting in Imperialism. 
In this light he regarded the meeting of China 
and the West as. of much significance. This 
progression eastwards was a factor in historical 
evolution for the ultimate purpose of a world. 
civilisation, in which aventually the East 
should contribute its due proportion, Economic 
pressure was now being brought to bear 
upon China as the focal point of international

The develap- 
ments of electrical science were far greater in 
Japan than in ‘England, .and our trade was 
suffering from the keen competition of Germany 
‘and America, and from the fact that we would 
persist in adopting as Our measures our anti- 
uated systems of avoirdupois and troy weight. 
he simplicity af the decimal system, which 
appealed to the Japanese mind, drew from us | 
a good deal of trade. He spoke of the 
marvellous developments of the cotton in- 
dustry of Japan,.and said when the ‘canal 
across the American Continent was made 
it would develop sti}l further. Japan woud 
find much of the field for her commerce 
in China. * What she needed was capital, which 
was shy under the existing’ laws, The Japanese 
had an’enormous murket at their very doors in 
Chiva—important now, but one which, would 
be 50 or tuo times more important before this 
century closed. This explained the present 
attitude of Japan towards China. The other 
Powers wanted to settle the Ghinese matter as 
quickly as pussible by some sort of patched-up: 
compromise, but that would not suit the Japa: 
nese, who (ed ‘real order there--a peace 
that was likely to last-—in order ta commence 
the task that was marked out for them by 
destiny of being the regenerators of China, In 
China they would find a market-for their goods 
anti] China’was able to manufacture for herself, 
and that was quite long enough time to look 
forward to. ‘The lecti.rer expressed his firm 
belief that one day Japan would become the 
+ great carrying nalion of the Far East, making 
one more point of resemblance between the 
Britain of the East and the Britain of the West. 


; Belleville Boilers. —- - 
‘Our publication, yesterday, says the Pall 
Mail Gasette of the 7th ult., of the report by 
Admiral Melville, of the Navy Bureau at 
Washington, condemning the Belleville boiler, 
is rightly described by the Datly News as “n° 
very serious announcement.” Certain guarded 
~ expressions of that able officer's were enthusids- 
tically quoted last year by the Admiralty as 
bearing out their utterly rash policy. But it 
now appears that Admiral Melville, 0 far from 
being an enthusiast for the boiler, regards it 
as the most dangérously intricate machinery 
conceivable. He agrecs, that is, with every 
capable naval engineer who has ever expressed 
an.opinion on the subject: The Daily Mews 
grimly suggests that the country must, sooner’ 
or later, face um very serious, expenditure for 
reboilering the greater part of the British 
Navy. That is almost certajnly the case, But, 
~-{n any event, it would be a positive madness 
for the Admiralty to lay down new battleships, 
which would have to be built quite-out of the 
ordinary lines if they were to be fitted with the 
. Belleville boiler. That would be throwing good 
money after bad indeed, ” 


Suggested Conference. 

Colonel Sir Gorge Clarke makes the oppor-, 
tune suggestion. in the new Empire Review 
that aconference is wanted between the mother- 
country and the colonies for the joint consider- 
don of.defence. Itis certainly the case that 
we should be far securer if our resources could 
be ascertained and principles of common action
